CBDadian 
GoTOrnmeDt/KoB Wcenlly . written two of his 
cKarnoteristio " letters" with a view of reoch- 
iug the public on a aubject of no small iin- 
portanoe, not only to Canadians but also to 
every other British colony in North America. 
Coming from a nuin ofhis calibre, c.vperienco, 
luid wo tnny say iinteceik'nts, a pleii for '' A 
fair trial for the monarchial principle" >,vouhi 
atnny time , bo entitled to ibe attention of 
thinking tneb. At the present lime, however, 
when the struggle in the neighboring re- 
public has upturned the foundation of Ame- 
rican society and has given rise to an.xiou.s 
speculations as to the fntuie, any question 
bearing on the destiny of the North Aniericiaii 
Colonies ia especially worthy of our earnest 
consideration. Speculations as to the form 
ofgoyeroment that ought to be adopted in 
thoBodependericies of the Crown arc nul new, 
Mpninrchy and republicanism alike have luiil 
their supporters. Tho great n.ajority, ol 
course, snpporling the former view. All lii^' 
difcussioii, lnwever, has until lately been 
merely speculative. Tho debates in the 
English ParliomenI, a short time ago, on the 
subjeet of Colonial relations have';' no doubt, 
had their elFeot in making both the colonists 
and Ihe people at home to look at the possi- 
bility of separation at no very distant day, 
more earnu^ily llu\ii lias hcretofoje been the 
case. Ill coming before the public on the 
Hubj' Ct, ^Ir. iMcGea wishes to increase the 
desire lor a fuller discussion .of oor future 
relations, as Provinces, to eaoU other, to the 
Empire, and to our nest neighbors, Upper 

'^'t\'o"pres" it state of things between you and 
us cannot continue innch longer," 

Great Britain says to her NorJh Araerican 
Colonics, "the proserit state of things between 
you and us cannot continue ;" the American 
Government by the voice of all its cannon 
proclaims that tho former Ktalo of things on 
this continent is closed, and a veritable now 
era opened. Oun it be prernaturo then for us 
to nsk ourselves what is to become of Canada 
and the sister provinces in theise'liOW'times." 
ConSttiog-bimseEto Jhoigenerjil qoesttoh.and 
alluding to Ibe probability of the applica- 
tion of the principles being discussed within 
the walis'of Parliament, the writer in the in- 
trim maintains this threefold thesis : First, 
'•I'liat wu cannot go on much longer as we 
are going in Canada and maintain tho con- 
nection. Second, That if we do not desire to 
drill into democracy we must assort not so 
much a contrary as a distinct principle, of 
go»ernmcot, and rally our own populatiun 
around it. Third, That this distinct principle 
from tho Araerican, is the equal union ol 
archy." Assuming that all will admit that 
stability and freedom are two essentials of 
good government, Mr. MetJoo maintains 
that with tha record ol two thousand before 
us to test tho coniparativo stability and rela- 
tive freedom of the despotisms, monarchies,' 
aristocracies, republics, and democracies, 
throughout the civilized world, we 6od tbat 
every European nation which originally was 
founded a monarchy, is a monarchy at the 
present day, while all tho republics but 
Switzerland have succumbo 1 to some iiillu- 
cnce or aiioilier. In America \vc have had 
somewhat less than a hundred years' experi- 
ence. During that, time we: have 'seen arise 
the thirteen republics of Xorth America in- 
creased (0 thirty-ono, and the nine Spanish 
American repablics. These have been of 
"all sizes and slmpes, federative and consoli- 
dated ; with aiul without priviie;;(>d classes ; 
with and without establi-^hed churches ; with 
two chamljer.s of legislation, or with ouo with 
longer and shorter terms o! e.veoutive oHioe ; 
with every variety of division between the 
e.xccutive, tho judo'cial and Ihe legislative 
branches of government ; and what has been 
their invariable e.xperience ? Is there one — a 
slnglo cue —which can be cited as an eiAniph^ 
of a 'model republic,' supposing nations to bo 
made on models?" Their iiistabi'ity , Air. 
McGeo contends, is o»ring to their attempt to 
govern without authority. "They could not 
advocate and condemn the same principle in 
the same breath ; they dared not attempt to 
mimic the part of kings and viceroys by 
asserting tho divine origin ol government, 
tho natural right of man to be governod 
the virtue of civil obedieneo and all the other 
ethical truths, which must every one of them 
enter into any human system that ever ex- 
pects to merit the blessings of Divine Provi- 
dence,; or to wilhstapd: the ; loosing and cor- 
roding atmosphere of successive ages.' 
Bringing tho necessity ofasserling the prin 
ciple of political stability — the principle of 
authority in the iic;ui with freedom in mem- 
bers to a practical conclusion, Mr. McGee 
continues, " it seems lo me that the time has 
come on this conttnentT-that the race has 
reached that point of experitiiontal progress 
when' it would be'Wise to establish our power 
under ' the immediate custody of a Royal 
Prince. A Viceroyalty, a Dukedom, a 
Principality, or a Ivingdom of Canada, would 
surely bo as nuble and important a heritage, 
lor one of the sons of Her Majesty, as the 
propped up treaty made throne of Ureece." 
In as.kjng for the,: monarchial principle a fair 
trial In^ Canada, iio writer of these letters 
thinks, that an; elective Upper House, the law 
of inheritance, and the school system in 
Canada are inimical elements, and hove a 
tendency to prepare the conn try for an uaripu 
democracy. The Upper 1 louse is supposed 
to represent tho eunscrvativo or permanent 
elemeiit of tlu; government, and the Lower 
House the deuiocratio or -'changeable. By 
doing away with the system of ' life member- 
ship, it is contended that both houses become 
of the same composition. 

The disouasiofi of theeo subjects in the 
North American Colonies will do no harm. 
A change must come, and it is well that peo- 
ple should be prepared fur it. A iiiitisli 
American llonarchy and tlio union of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Provinces would if 
realized — and there is no reason why not — 
bo one of the grandest ideas of the age.

The prafDtiiBr's"ca8e was supported by the 
evidence of -hie wi(e, daughter, bar keeper, 
and Mr.'-Tarloaa wlio drew up an nclcnow- 
Icdgomont for the amouiil due, after the 
defendant had torn in pieces the 1 O U for 
X4, tho iragnienta of which having been pre- 
served wero produced iu court.-j 

The defence at first set up was that tlie 
defendant was intoxicated, and his learned 
counsel labored liard to show that such was 
the case. The defendant, however, repudia- 
ted this line of argument by asserting that he 
bud. not signed the doouuicuts iu quemion, 
and declaring that he had been; liiyit^d 'by 
the landlady of the BalldatnV Hiatel.ll'o enter 
the parlor, there to meet the wife of a rea> 
pectnble hotel keeper la this oUy' for' illioit 
purposes. 

The learned eounsel hereupon threw up his 
brifif and withdrew from the case. 

A. witness was called by tho defendant 
who did not help his case. 

HIa Honor, upon the applloalion of the 
plainlfT's attorney stated, that ii was not the 
usual practice of the court to permit evidence 
to be called to rebut tho evidence of defen- 
dants, but in. this castr, as the oliaractcr of 
respectable ladies had been assailed, he would 
consent' to a^ch evidence being produced. 
Upon wbich both the ladies were called, who 
most inilignantly repelled and contradicted 
(he'alloi;ation of tho delendanf, and other 
wiiDCsscs being in nltendance for the like 
purpose, the judge said that ho hud taken 
more tlian ordinary pains with the case, he 
was perfectly satisfied that the del'oncp was 
without foundation, and ought never to have 
been made.

Nairn's Soottiah Floor Cloth. 

The very useful manufacture so well known 
as floor-cloth, as it was ropresonted in the 
Exliibitiun of 1851, did not show that the 
experience of fifty years had elTectod any de- 
cided real iinprovemeut iu either the pro- 
cessus of production or their results.

Tlia .Messrs. Nairn liara devised and 
adopted a sy.-itein of printing which enables 
them to introduce any number of colors, and 
uny variety and combinatious of tints, and 
also to impart to their ilesigns a clearness of 
definition with a depth of tone absolutely 
imposiibleofuttainmi-iit by dut printing. Tho 
new fioor-cloth presents a solid surluea of 
colours, ill actual contact, which entirely 
covers, and inerefore completely conceals the 
ground painting; thus at one and the same 
time nlTording facilities for the production of 
a much higher class of designs, and ullording 
a greatly superior and much more durable 
surface to the wearer. And the iitvfentors of 
this real iniprovenient in ati important and 
most useful niHnnfuclure, b,ivo not been slow- 
to carry out in tha matter of design the ad- 
vantages which they thcnifelves had intro- 
duced by their novel producing process, 
ii^'ing enabled to produce far belter desiu'ns 
than lierelolbre had been n.-sociated with floor 
cloth, they have executed examples cf several 
varieties of their dosign.", and placed 
them in the Kxhibition. It is in this tnatter 
of design, and in those improvements in pro- 
cesses which leail up to and facilitate the in- 
Production of a higher and more artistic class 
of designs, that the Art Jourfidl takes ah 
especial interest; and that interest is always 
most warmly felt when any particular im- 
provement is effected in a manufacture that 
tells upon the public taste, and through its 
own elevated chirnotor is calculated to raise 
the standard of the general feeling for ait- 
mariul'aclure. And lloor-eloth, nn article in 
coniinun use, if it has something to tell be- 
sides the mere fact of its practical adaptability 
to itp pniper functions, is one of taose things 
whicli familiarize tho persons who daily use 
and luok at it with its own i>rt character. 
And 80 it takes a. part, however slight that 
part may be. in ''national art-education of the 
broadest and also of the most effective kind ; 
and perhaps this practical kind of lesson may 
elTect even more than agencies Ihht claim much 
higher respect, and are supposed to bo en- 
dowed wilii far greater powers.

Such designs as would bo 
well adapted for encaustic tiles, or fur any 
mosaic worC, wilh simple pannellings, are 
equ.illy suitable for floor cloths; theso nro 
t!io designs that prevail in tho Scottish mani;- 
fuo'.ories, and tl ^y are executed iu great va- 
riety, and always with happy effect. In order 
to realize tho lull value of these admirable 
designs, thev required to bo seen in contrast 
with i-crtai'n other patterns, in vpr;y deoided 
favor with soma mannlacturers, which look 
as if tlie grand motive of a floor-oloth was to 
render walking a inoHt afiliotive, if not an 
inipo^siljlo iiehievement. 

.Some fuw specimens of floor-cloths having 
tile patlerns appeared in tho Exliibilion, in 
tho execution ol which thoro are some laud- 
able attenips to emulate the exomple set by 
the .Mes.-rii. Xairn ; but the Scottish firm is 
without any real rival whatever; and, more 
than this, to them belongs the merit of hav- 
ing first projected every important improve- 
ment ^y^icbjias been .inlrodaced .into their 
nianufaotDre. ' Wo'iinast hot omit to add that 
in the Iroalment "of imitative^ marbles and 
woods, and in eliini?; patterns, the Scottish 
tioor-claih maintains the .same supremacy as 
distinguishes ilieir orif;inal dasigns of a higher 
order. Allcgolher this is one of the most 
grulifyiiig iiiBtances of suporioreiccllence in 
a manufacture tiiat llio exhibition adduced, in 
favorable contrast with its predecessor ol IB.'il; 
and it is with sincaro pleasure that wo are 
able, in such decided tutms, to record our 
admiration for a sliiple arlida of British in*

The first part of tho work is occu- 
pied in p.tplainlnj^ this language. The river- 
bed and the sea-beach afibrd the moat sti'ik-;. 
iog examples of those remarkable ohaogca 
and transfoimations which are incessaqtly' 
occurriog on eVery pert of the earth's eurfa(» i' 

aRADtTAL DESTRDCTIO.V ttJ TflttsiSARtU?/;'!- 

" If you look at the banks of a river you 
will generally find that they are made of 
nearly the same kind of mud as thsi bottom 
cr bcd| at least this is the Case near the mouth 
ol ti e river, and where it runs through open 
country. In theso cases what are now tho 
banks have been at one time the bottom; and 
though there spomsjno cliauge, tlio channel ol 
the river or hollow space along which tho 
water runs, is constantly shiftinH — perhaps 
only a few inches in a year, but ptill enough 
to keep the course clear. The curreul (jf the 
water is always strong enough to eat away 
part of the banks or the bod to make room 
for itself. _;,Tha snrfaco of a country is every- 
wtiere li^onectcd with some one or other of 
tho rivers running through the country, and 
tho whole is constantly boiug pared away. It 
is true that the process is slow, but it is in- 
cessant; and mud thus moved is hcajied up at 
the mouths of rivers, tending to o.ttund the 
land horiz intally, giving a larger surface and 
reducing the elevations. This is a groat les- 
son in grology. Over the wliolo world the 
hills and mountains nro being gradually inov 
ed away bodily, and lowered by degrtes, be- 
cause of the rain which falls on them and 
runs off to form tho rivers; and the stones 
and mud carried away liol[) to lill up the sea 
Thii is the inevitable elfeel of rain, and i; is 
not a small effect, for the whole ol Holland is 
fcutltely formed by the inud thus brought 
do«Dty>'tbe River Bbine; the greater part of 
Lower; Egypt, the most ancitint agricultural 
country in' the world, was deposited in tho 
same way by the Nik; an enormous country 
in India is the result of deposits loft behind 
by thi Ganges; and in America the city of 
New Orloaus is built on mud which the Mis- 
p.iasippl has brought down from llio interior of 
the continent it drains. I'.vury day tliroiigli- 
oul llio year, does this groat river throw into 
the Gulf of Mexico .sullicicnt iniid to niaki; a 
conical hill half a mile round at tiio iiottom 
and sixty feet high. Imagine what lliis wonlil 
have been if the mud had really been coIIl-oi- 
cil and piled in heaps half a mile apart. In 
tho course' of a thousand years the»e hills 
would have occupied a space as large as the 
whole of Holland. ; And, yet the Mississippi 
is but one of the great rivers of the earth; and 
all the others, whether grealiOr small, nro ] 
always doing similar work — soma of them, 
perhaps, at a more rapid rate. The river- 
bed, therefore, represents tho results of run- 
ning streams in removing solid iiuittor all 
over Iho earth, nnd a little cou.sideralion 
shows that n|great deal, of such workis done."
